ted a ood deal of unfavourable cri-

that the cultivation of opium. is aciually 
contemplated, although there is apparently 
nothing inthe charter which prohibits the 
company from growing the poppy, and 
thus entering ‘into compelition .with the 
Indian monopaly, Atthe present moment 
there is. much controversy soing on in 
this country as'to.the moral and economic 
questions involved in’ the: cultivation and 
sale of the poppy by the Government of 
India; And until some definitive conclusion 
on this: subject has heen arrived at, itis 
manifestly undersirable to commit thé 

nation to any new recognition of the exist- 
ing system, The charter also gives power: 
to the company to farm out for revenue 
purposes the riht to sell salt, This is 
also a matter which calls for further ex- 
planation. Salt is ‘a Government mono- 
poly in India ; and the heavy taxation im: 
posed by the exiencics of the Indian Ex- 
chequer upon that prime necessary of life 
is one of the chief grievances of the hum- 
bler classes in India.’ It may be reason- 
able enough for the North Borneo Com- 
piny to raise revenue from'salt as well as 
opium, but the fact—if it be one—is not so 
self-cvident as fo pass unchallesiged. Then, 
with regard to slavery, the charter provides 
that noEuropéans shall be permitted toown 
slaves, but they are not prohibited from em- 
ploying slaves owned by natives. . Itis pro- 
posed gradually toabolisk the slavery which 
‘exists in the country, but gradual emarci- 
pation is a process unknown to British law. 
If North Bornco isin any real sense Bri- 
tish territory, slavery ought at once to

THE Paris Court of Appeal has given a judg- 
ment in a case concerning an English, merchant 
which should be a w arming against transacting 
business with married ladies, even though they 
may happen.to be of high rank. The case is 
bricfly this, - On the 2and'of October, 1880, the 
Duchess of Bauffremont executed a documents 
duly drawn up by a solicitor, acknowledging 
her liability to..M. Emmanuel, described as a 
merchant of London, in the sum of 118,714 francs 
25 centimes, and agrecing to repay the same in 


five instalments, with interest at the rate of six: 


percent. per annum, On default being made 
when the first instalment became: due proceed- 
ings were taken ending im an cxecution upon a 
portion of the Duchess's furniture. A claim 
was then preferred to submit the matter to a 
Judge in Chambers, on the ground that the 
property scized was included in the marriage 
settlement of the Duchess, and therefore was 
inalienable. The Judge referred to decided in 


favour of the Duchess, but granted a case for the. 


Court of Appeal, which confirmed his decision, 
leaving NM. Emmanuel to pay the costs.
